The confusion of doctrines among 
the various branches of churchanity 
has brought reproach upon '.hem all. 
The heathen are inquiring

of christians, and how it is that tho} 
all get* their conflicting theories out 
of the same book. This reproach is 
keenly felt by the leading minds ot 
all denominations. Consequently their 
creeds are very 
generally ignored:

Uiese creeds are held to most firmly. 
The systems are worshipped and the 
creeds repudiated. 
"Seven Women in That Day.” 
We have seen 
that 
in Scriptural 
usage women symbolize the churches, 
that that the true church

terns by harlots, unfaithful to their 
espousals and associating

world. (Revelations 17:5).

after it men engage in all kinds of 
evil and are led astray from the very 
principles of honesty 
and 
morality. 
The ultimate outcome 
of 
such 
a 
course 
is 
that 
they 
are 
pierced 
through with many sorrows.’ 
“When men fall into such a snare 
the public is amazed 
and 
appalled. 
But in such a time, is it proper to lose 
confidence 
in humanity and nastily 
say 
with 
one 
of old, ‘All men are 
liars’? After all, the wreck of a man 
may be that he has given himself up 
to the tides of the times. 
“A man takes a step toward ruin 
when he permits wealth to take first 
place in his life. Wealth plays a more 
important part in life’s affairs than 
formerly. 
It has more power. There 
is more of it. 
It has given a bent to 
the age. 
Wealth touches the social 
world in which men circulate. 
“Men take a step toward ruin in the 
effort to keep up with the procession. 
Associates and habits formed demand 
that men go a certain gait. 
Pride 
plays with them an important part. 
They must keep up appearances. Ev­ 
erything must be this year’s model, 
along with the millinery and gowns. 
The summer and winter resorts are 
visited in turn. 
“The family expenses continue, no 
m atter how the business goes. If men 
had time, as of old, to talk over finan­ 
cial matters with their families, and 
face writh them the actual conditions 
and planned with them methods of 
economy 
and 
cutting 
down of ex­ 
penses, many crises might be success­ 
fully passed. 
“But often men feel that they are 
in the current, and cannot stop. They 
do not intend to finally defraud. They 
do not expect to finally be defaulters. 
They practice a kind of self-deception. 
They persuade themselves that this 
is only temporary. 
They take a long 
chance, and borrow', on fraudulent pa­ 
per or security . They trust to a gam­ 
bler’s luck, and lose. 
They are like 
the lad who risks the ice when it 
bends and cracks and they finally go 
under. 
“Whenever a man holds a loose con­ 
ception of common honesty, he has 


taken a long step toward final finan­ 
cial ruin, lf he attempts to secure or 
hold property without considering the 
rights qf others he is not honest . lf 
he begins by attempting to build hip, 
life around 4he idea that merely keep­ 
ing out of the clutches of the law is 
all that is required of him, he has al­ 
ready failed. 
“To be squarely honest; religiously 
honest; honest after the fashion of 
the Golden Rule, is 
the 
only 
safe 
course in life for any man to pursue. 
It* may mean poverty, but it is the 
golden road to human happiness. 
“I appeal to the 
young 
manhood 
here to hold tenaciously to their ideals 
in this age. The saving of human so­ 
ciety is in the men and women who 
do not hold that success in life is to 
be measured in property owned, but 
I by the kind of life lived.f An honest 
man though e’er so poor, is king of 
men for a ’ that.’ ”

The usual allow­ 
ance is three pints of corn chop, tw-o 
quarts of w heat bran and one pint of 
oil meal, mixed with a half bushel of 
equal parts of mixed hay fodder and 
straw, riven three times a day.

Covering all grades of employment, 
this plan is upon broader lines than 
those applying to railroad and other 
corporation service generally. 
The Baltimore A- Ohio, like other 
transportation companies and employ­ 
ers of large working forces, requires 
the employes in certain, occupations 
to undergo physical examinations. For 
instance, engineers and other train­ 
men are examined as to physical con­ 
dition and sight, and the dining car 
and restaurant employes and all oth­ 
ers handling food served the public 
are required to be in perfect health; 
but the new regulations are aimed to 
provide protection also to employes 
engaged iii other work. 
Clerical forces and others engaged 
in sedentary employment will be as­ 
sured under the new plan that those 
associated with them are physically 
J sound, and in large offices this is re­ 
garded as of great importance as a 
safeguard to health. 
By taking this precaution at the 
time employment is entered upon 
not only will it improve the general 
health of the force, but it will aute 
matically raise the standard of effi­ 
ciency. 
Incident to the examining of 
prospective 
employes 
the 
medical 
board will observe the general health 
of the force. 
A movement so broad in its scope, 
must of necessity be gradual in its 
progress, and while the plan calls for 
systematic procedure it should not be 
understood to foreshadow' a removal 
of those already in the employ of the 
road, but rather an effort to improve 
their 
welfare 
by 
protecting 
them 
against conditions of contagion and 
consequently raising the standard of 
their efficiency.
